the Contrary is moſt true, we cannot but 
honour Him; and all that ſeeming Diſ-

So Gop's Happineſs-was in the Begin- 
ning as it is now and ever ſhall be; for 
with him can be no Time, either paſt 
or future, but all is one Eternal Now ;

Speech we often ſay, It is the Thing from 
which it ariſes, but ſtrictly it muſt be 
ſomething diſtinct, as every Effect is from 
its Saule. How they does it follow, that 
when Gop repreſents himſelf as doing 
every Thing for his own Glory, the 
M is, that he defigns the final 
Eſtabli » of univerſal Righteouſneſs 
in the whole Creation? Or where has 
Go told us that he has ſuch a Deſign ? 
Gop was All-glorious, before there was

, K.IXUE great Concourſe of Poor reſorting to this City for the 
= . Dle of the Medicinal Waters, and begging of the Gentry 
1 7 here for their Support, induced ſeveral well- diſpoſed 


Perſons to think of a Scheme of erecting an Infirmary, 
— or Haſpital, for the Cure and Maintenance of ſuch poor 
trangers. | 


ABOUT the Year 1730, the Sum of 380/. or thereabouts, was col- 
Jetted at this Place, for this Purpoſe : But the Deſign lay dormant 
till the Year 1738, when it was reviv'd, and a convenient Piece of 
Ground fix'd on to erect ſuch an /xfrmary upon. The Contributions 
immediately grew very large, and enabled the Undertakers to agree 
for, and bring to Perfection, a large, commodious, ſubſtantial Build- 


ing, capable of receiving above an Hundred poor Patients, beſides the 


neceſlary Servants to attend them. 
G Tuer 
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Tus v then applied to Parliament for an Act to incorporate them, 
and to ſecure them ſome Advantages for the Service of the Poor in 
the Infirmary, ſuch as the Uſe of the Bath, &c. In this they 
ſucceeded ; avid the Parliament, by an AR, immediately ſecured to 
them theſe Privileges, and incorporated them, by the Name of, The 
Preſident and Governors of the General Hoſpital or Infirmary at Barn; 
nominating as the firſt Governors, Eighty-four Perſons, many of 
whom are of the firſt Quality and Diſtinction, and others the moſt 
conſiderable BenefaCtors to this Charity; and giving a Power to the 
then incorporated Governors, to fill up the Vacancies happening on 
the Deceaſe of any of their Members ; and likewiſe a Power to any 
Perſon to become a Governor, by giving a Donation of Forty Pounds 
or upwards, to the Uſe of the 1 By which Means, the Go- 
vernors will always be Perſons of Note and Property, and always an 
increaſing Body, the greateſt poſſible Securities againſt any Fraud or 
Miſmanagement, too frequently with Juſtice complained of, in thoſe 
who execute Truſts of this Nature. Out of theſe Governors, by 
Appointments in the ſaid Act, Thirty-two are annually to be choſen, 
to tranſact the Buſineſs of the ſaid Infirmary ; which Choice has hither- 
to always fallen on thoſe who are moſt likely to attend, by their be- 
ing reſident in or near the City of Bark. : 


Tux narrow Compaſs to which this Paper is confined, forbids us to 
inſert an Account of all the Tranſactions of the Corporation, ſince 
its firſt Eſtabliſhment : But we think it neceſſary to mention a few 
Particulars, which we earneſtly defire the Public to take Notice of. 


Our Act of Parliament not falling into every Body's Hands, the 
Governors, at a great Expence, did, from Time to Time, inſert the 
Terms of the Admiſſion of Patients, preſcrib'd by that AR, in ſeveral 
of the News-Papers ; often renewed ſuch Publications, and continued 
them a long Time. But finding this Method ineffectual, they did, in 
the Year 1741, print off the Terms of Admiſſion upon a large Sheet 
of Paper, and did tranſmit ſuch a Number of theſe Papers to every 
Biſhop in England and Wales, as might ſupply every ſingle Pariſh

* The Hoſpital Patients were, by this Act, permitted to bathe in the Hot- 
Bath only: While there was tut a ſmall Number to bathe, it was not found 
very inconyenient to be confined to this little Bath, but now the Hoſpital is full 
it is found by daily Experience, that by the Smallneſs of this Bath, many Pa- 
tients are obliged to ſtay in much longer than they ought to do, to the great 
Detriment of their Health, and others are prevented from Bathing half as often 
as their Caſes require, This Evil, which is a ſore one, can be remedied only 
by the Corporation's permitting the Hoſpital Patients to have the free Uſe of 
the King's Bath, againſt which Permiſſion, there is not the leaſt reaſonable

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with one of them, humbly defiring my Lords, the Biſhops, that they 
would diſperſe the ſame throughout their ſeveral Dioceſſes, and pray- 
.ing the Clergy to have one of theſe Papers hung up in their ſeveral Pariſh 
Churches, that they might there remain a perpetual Inſtruction to all 
Perſons who ſhould deſire to have any Pauper admitted into our He- 
pital. his we thought would be a moſt effectual Method to prevent 
any Perſon applying tor Admiſſion, but in the Manner therein pre- 
ſcribed. But alas ! notwithſtanding the great Care and Expence, the 
Governors have employ'd in this Particular, we have many Patients 
ſent to us in an undue Manner, whom, for that Reaſon, we cannot ad- 
mit; and we are by that Means obliged to ſend the poor Creatures 
back again, after they have gone thro' the great Fatigue of long and 

inful Journeys, to our own great Regret, and often to the Diſguſt 
of the Pariſhes which ſend them, whom we cannot make ſenfible, 
that it is not in our Power to act contrary to what our Act of Parlia- 
ment, in that Caſe, preſcribes. This is a ſore Evil, which we ear- 
neſtly entreat all People to take Notice of, and to remedy for the Fu- 
ture, by informing themſelves of the right Manner of Admiſſion, 
which we have been very ſolicitous, that they ſhould all have an Op- 


tunity of doing, from our printed Papers, 


ANoTHER great Grievance this Hoſpital has to complain of is, that 
many of the lower Claſs of the Faculty of Phyſic, who are apply'd to 
by the Pariſhes to draw up the Cafes of Paupers, do it in ſo ſhort and 
general a Manner, that ſcarce any Judgment can be formed about 
them by the Gentlemen here, whoſe Province it is to examine whe- 
ther they are proper Bath-Caſes, or not. Others omit ſuch Circum- 
ſtances, which if known, would at once ſhew the Patients improper 
to be admitted; ſo that when the Perſon appears, we are ſurprized 
to find them ſo different from what they were repreſented to be, ini 
State of their Caſes. Sending ſuch Perſons back immediately from 
the Place, in which only they had Hope of Relief from their tedious 
Calamities, carries with it too ſtrong an Appearance of Inhumanity, 
not tenderly to affect the Perſons concern'd, who are, notwithſtand- 
ing, obliged in Charity to perform the ungrateful Taſk, leſt they 
ſhould be guilty of Injuſtice, by letting an Incurable eat the Bread of 
one who might find a Cure. We mult therefore beg all Gentlemen, 
concern'd in drawing up ſuch Caſes, that they will ſet down every 
material Particular; and, eſpecially, not conceal any Circumſtance, 
for fear that if it was fairly laid open, their Patient might not be 
deem'd a proper Object of this Charity. 


We think ourſelves obliged to give a Reaſon to the Public, why 
fewer Perſons are diſcharged cured out of our Hoſpital, and thoſe in 
it are maintained at a greater Expence, than in any other Hoſpital, in 


Proportion to the Number of Patients, 
G 2 Is 
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Is the firſt Place, we have few Perſons ſent to us but ſuch as labour 
under Leproſies, Palſies, old inveterate Rheumatiſms or Lameneſſes, 
many of them contracted long ago, by ſome fatal Hurt of the Part, 
ſcarce ever to be remedied. Phyſicians well know how difficult of 
Cure theſe Diſtempers are in their moſt recent State; but when they 
confider how few of them ever fall under cur Care, in this Hoſpital, 
*till all Methods have been tried upon them, in their own Country, 
and the Diſeaſe has, by Length of Time, been riveted in their Con- 
ſtitutions, they will be ſo far from wondering that we cure no more, 
that they will return Thanks to Go, that he has ſo graciouſly bleſſed 
the Means, by which ſo many of them have, from Time to Time, 


been quite reſtored, or greatly relieved. 


As to the Expence, it is greatly enhanced by Chairmen, Guides, 
Linnen and Woollen Habits to Bathing, which are peculiar to this 
Heſpital. This is the fair State of the Queſtion, and we don't doubt 
but it will ſatisfy all impartial Conſiderers. 


We ſhall only mention one other Impediment to the Uſefulneſs of 
this Charity, which is, that its being ſo very extenſive, comprehend- 
ing all his Majeſty's Dominions, makes the Number of Perſons ap- 
plying for Admiſſion, ſo diſproportional to the Number the Charny 
can maintain, that many are minuted in our Books, when their Caſes 
have been judged proper, ſix Weeks, two Months, or longer, before 
a Vacancy happens for them to come into the Hoſpital. It is with 
Grief to be obſerved, how inveterate, if not incurable, the Diſeaſes of 
ſuch poor Perſons may prove, during fo long an Interval. The late Lord 
Coleraine was ſo ſenſible of this Grievance, that the laſt generous Act 
he did, juſt before he died, was to give Five Hundred Pounds to the 
Hoſpital, for that eſpecial Purpoſe, that the Intereſt of that Sum 
ſhould be forever applied to the Admiſſion of one, or more Perſons, 
who ſtand minuted on the Books, above the Number which the 


Charity could otherwiſe maintain. 


WHotver will conſider what has been ſaid in this Paper, muſt ſee, 
that by 3 Number of Patients, not only more Perſons 
will be relieved, but likewiſe more Cures will be performed. becauſe 
more Curables will be admitted, and the Expences of the Houſe, in 
Proportion to the Number of Patients, will be leſſened. This defira- 
dle End can only be promoted by the Encreaſe of the Ca TAL Funp, 
of which well diſpoſed Perſons have been ſo ſenſible, that by the 
Bleſſing of Providence, it has been yearly augmented by generous and

Upon the Receipt of ſuch a Letter, the Patient muſt ſet forward for 
Bath, bringing with him this Letter, the Pariſh Certificate duly ex- 
ecuted, and allowed by two Juſtices, and Three Pounds Caution Mo- 
ney, if from any Part of England or Wales; but if the Patient comes 
from Scotland or Ireland, then the Caution Money, to be depoſited 
before Admiſſion, is the Sum of Five Pounds. 


FOURTH, 

Soldiers may, inſtead of Pariſh Certificates, bring a Certificate from 
their Commanding Officers, fignifying to what Corps they belong, and 
they ſhall be recciv'd into the ſame Corps when diſcharg'd from the 
Hoſpital, in whatever Condition they are. But it is neceſſary, that 
their Caſes be deſcribed, and ſent previouſly ; and that they bring 
with them Three Pounds Caution Money.
